Letters from farmers to the agricul­ 
tural press and articles by farmers 
and by the experiment station workers 
in the press all express concern re­ 
garding this condition and offer vari­ 
ous reasons and remedies. The United 
States Department of Agriculture baa 
been alive to the necessity of solving 
the problem of clover failure, and has 
set forth Its observations as to tho 
causes as well as suggestions for mote 
favorable results, In Farmers’ Bulletin 
1365. Clover Failure. Just Issued. 
Causes of clover failure, says the 
department, are to lie sought In Im­ 
proper soil conditions, In diseases, In 
the use of nonadaptable seed or In Im­ 
proper methods of seeding, and Iii the 
use of harmful nurse crops. Improper 
soil conditions result from constant 
cultivation and the consequent loss of 
lime. phosphates, potash and organic 
matter, making tile soil unsuited to 
the grow th of clover. 
Such conditions 
can be remedied by applying tile ele­ 
ments lacking In a field and by work­ 
ing In manure and other forms of 
organic matter. 
In some cases clover failure Is dne 
to diseases, and then a disease-resist­ 
ant variety must be used lf available, 
or some other legume substituted for 
red clover. Alsike dover, hairy vetcb- 
or annual summer legumes, such as 
soy beans, should be used when for 
any reason land that needs lime can­ 
not be economically limed. 
When red 
clover fails on land well supplied with 
lime, sweet clover can often be sub­ 
stituted to advantage.

A few years ago 
tuberculosis beaded the Hat, but whUe 
the number of deaths from this cause 
have been reduced, those from heart 
trouble of various kinds have in­ 
creased. 
The decrease in the ravage# of 
tuberculosis Is explained by the great 
educational 
campaigns 
carried 
on 
throughout tbs country for combating 
tho evil and to Improved sanitary con­ 
ditions. 
Tho Increase In heart troubles is at­ 
tributed largely to the increasing pare 
of modern life In America. A decade 
ago the death rate from tuberculosis 
was 168.2 per 100,000. 
At that time 
tbs death rate from heart troubles 
was 140.8. 
A recent survey showed 
that while the rate for tuberculosis 
hee been reduced to 114.2, that for 
heart disease has jumped to 141.8. 
The highest fatality from heart dis 
ease has been found In Vermont, New 
Hampshire and Massachusetts in the 
order named. The lowest death rate 
lf reported In Montana, Mississippi. 
Tennessee, Kentucky and Nebraska. It 
Is increasing In New York.
